Arab Assassins 

Jerusalem, October 11.— Four bombs . yesterday were hurled at Mr. 
ward Keith-Roach's car from the old city walls of the city, outside 
e Rockefeller museum. The Commissioner himself, as well as his 
med escort, escaped injury. This incident was a feature of the bitter 
ghting which is raging in the Holy Land among the Jews, Arabs, and 
ritish, and throughout all last night British troops fought in skirmishes 
•ith the Aratw in the north of Palestine. 



Iii an outspoken criticism of 
Britain's foreign policy with regard 
to the Munich Pact, Professor E. A. 
Adair, Associate Professor of His- 
tory in McGill, addressed a meeting 
of the McGill Alumnae at R.V.C. 
Monday. 

Speaking of the pact as "ii'ot even 
legal and a mere scrap of paper," 
Professor Adair lamented the short- 
sighted policy of Great Britain in 
recent years. He maintained that 
the Czech crisis only came to a head 
because of the "shilly-shallying" of 
the British Government. Lack of 
cohesion with France,' and distrust 
of Soviet Russia gave ' Hitler the 
necessary courage to carry out his 
bluff, claimed Professor Adair. 

He drew attention to the diplo- 
matic skill with which Hitler util- 
ized his dictatorial position, and 
stated that he saw no reason for 
the downfall of either Hitler or 
Mussolini for some time to come. 
Speaking of President Roosevelt in 
this connection, he freely admitted 
that he believed him to be a die 
tator in much the same sense as the 
European overlords, being created 
for the same reason, that is, because 
the people were "in a blue funk." 
The difference in his regime, how- 
ever, stated Professor Adair, lay in 
the fact that he used his dictatorial 
powérs with the greatest modera- 
tion. 

The only real danger faced now- 
adays . by dictators lay, in the 
speaker's opinion, in assassination. 
With their present absolute control 
of agents of propaganda and police, 
conspiracy must be difficult for a 
man who cannot Ijnow what pro- 
portion of a people's support he has 
behind him. 

Professor Adair cited some of the 
virtues of dictatorship in countries 
where, preceding them, there had 
only existed destitution and chaos. 
By giving their people jobs, econo- 
mic security and proper vocational 
training dictatorships in Germany 
and Italy have succeeded in giving 
these countries a "place in the sun" 
while democracies have been mov- 
ing in no definite direction. 

"The totalitarian state offers these 
things in exchange for the freedom 
of thé individual to express him- 
self as in a democratic state," he 
said. In conclusion, Mr. Adair pre- 
dicted that in some future moment 
of emergency, this choice would be 
offered to the people of these to- 
talitarian countries by their dicta- 
tors.

Rev. Pidgeon Stresses Appli- 
cation of Truth to . 
Modern Life 



■ "I give thee the right hand of 
fellowship." With thesc words the 
Right Rev. T. W. Woodside, Moder- 
ator oif the United Church of Can- 
ada, formally installed the Rev. G. 
G. D. Kilpatrick as Principal of the 
United Theological College, at a 
special induction service held last 
night in the Emmanuel United 
Church. 

The speaker of the evening was 
the Very Rev. G. C. Pidgeon of Tor- 
onto. In his address, "The Odyssey 
of a College Man," Dr. Pidgeon, re- 
calling his own days at the United 
Theological College, stressed the 
influence of a student's university 
career upon his later life. He went 
on to say that th* first great quality 
of a Christian preacher is the in- 
terpretation of truth. In conclusion 
Dr. Pidgeon emphasized the need 
for the interpretation of the truths 
of the New Testament, and the ap- 
plication of these truths to current 
social, and political problems. 
, During the course of the service 
Dr. Kilpatrick received greetings 
from the Rev. J. D. McCrae, in the 
name of the Montreal Presbytery; 
from the Rev. E. Leslie Pidgeon, in 
the name of the Theological Col 
lege, and from the Rev. A. D. Math

The Students' Executive 
Council has announced that no- 
minations for the Presidency of 
the Students' Society, a position 
which has been left vacant by 
the resignation of David R. 
Fraser, may begin on Friday, 
October 14. Elected to that of- 
fice last spring, Fraser has since 
been awarded a scholarship to 
study economics in France. , 
• The nominations will be open for 
four days only, closing at 2 o'clock 
on Tuesday, October 18, and will be 
received during that interval by Mr, 
Fletcher, in the McGill Union. 
Fifty Signatures. 

Any student, whether male or 
female, having paid his sessional 
fee, may participate In the nomina 
tions, and in the subsequent elec- 
tion, which will take place Novem- 
ber 2. It is required that each nomi- 
nation be accompanied by the sig- 
natures of at least fifty students. 

This position is usually filled in 
March, for a term of one year, nor- 
mally beginning on July 1. It is 
one of the most important executive 
posts on the campus, the President 
acting also as Chairman of the Slu 
dents' Executive Council, and re 
taining a seat on the Athletic Board 
and the Students* Athletic Council, 
Intermediary Function. 

The Students' Executive Council 
carries out the , policy of the 
Students' Society, acts as inter- 
mediary between the Society and 
the University, and functions as a 
court of delinquency for any mem- 
ber of the student body. In short 
the Students' Executive Council is 
the main organ of student self- 
government in the University, and 
its President represents the students 
at important university functions. 

Thb officers of the Executive 
Council" consist of a President, 
Vice-President (by appointment of 
the- Council) Secretary-Treasurer, 
several ex-officio officei:s, and a 
representative from each faculty, 
from the School of Commerce and 
from R.V.C.

"Analysis of the living organism 
shows that it has the same compo- 
sition as inorganic matter," the pro- 
fessor had said. But was it possible 
that someone had found a soul at 
last?

Thus the argument continued. 
Professor Tait holding that there 
may be no difference, the student 
holding that there may be a differ- 
ence of a soul. 

' This showed that the two were 
really in agreement, excepit that the 
professor tended to the realistic 
point of view and the student to the 
psychical. 

As for the box, it was left for the 
janitor. 



DELEGATES SPEAK 
ON SPAIN'S FUTURE 



Interest in Spanish Situ- 
ation Greatly 
Increased 



McGill students are to have the 
pleasure of hearing a talk given by 
two Spanish delegates to tlie Vassar 
Youth Congress Thursday next, at 
5.30 p.m., in the Union Ballroom. 
These delegates, Constance Kyle 
and Manuel Azcarati, will speak on 
the subject "What Faces Spain." 
Miss Kyle, who is a graduate ol 
Smith College, went to Spain some 
14 months ago; where she represent- 
ed the social workers committee to 
aid- Spanish democracy. Through 
her ability in caring for children, 
she achieved the position of admin- 
istrator of all foreign aid to Spanish 
children. In this position she re- 
presents the International Com- 
mittee^ for aid to children, the 
offices' of which are found in Paris, 
France. Her companion, Manuel 
Azcarati, who is the son of the 
Spanish Ambassadpr to England, 
not only fought on the Madrid and 
Teruel fronts, but is also a member 
of the executive of the Unified 
Socialist Youthjv which- is the largest 
body of youth 'iirt Spain. 

The role played by Spanish youth 
in the present situation, and its 
effect on the struggle for democracy 
in Spain, will be stressed by the 
speakers. A resume of what the 
students arc doing will also be in- 
cluded in this interesting lecture.

NEW ENGLAND 
LITERATURE IS 
LATHAjrSTOP| 

Ex-Professor Addresses St. 
James Literary Society 

' PRAISES HAWTHORNE 




Also Upholds Work of Long- 
fellow and 

Thoreau 




"Literary expression has ex- 
isted in New England since its 
founding, tliree hundred years 
ago." said G. W. Latliam, for- 
mer English professor, at McGill, 
speaking on "Literature of New 
England" before the St. Jamesi 
Literary Society last night. 

Professor Latham passed quick- 
ly over the first two hundred years, 
as being of little importance'' 
cept for archaeological significance 
and background. The most prom-^ 
inent writer of this period was'^' 
Michael Wigglesworth, whose long 
poem "Day of Doom" was a 
popular exposition o£ the Calvan- J/;?;^:' 
istic doctrine then rife in New Eng> 
land. 

"Towards the end ' of the 
eighteenth century Puritan theo 
cracy was beginning to lose its' 
grip," he said, "and two . Puritan 
ministers; Cotton Mather and John- 
son Edwards, although defeated in 
their time are now acknowledged 
as the best known writers of that 
period. The latter's "Treatise on 
Freedom of Will" had tremendous 
•literary power but people were uii- 
able to take it seriously. 

Interest In Politics. 

"In the middle of the eighteenth 
century interest turned from re^ 
ligion to politics. At the same time 
initiative attempts at poetry in .the 
manner of Pope and Goldsmith, and 
prose in the manner of Addison 
and Johnson were made. In the 
nineteenth century after this period 
of comparative literary slackness, 
literary productiveness veered from' 
New England to the other colonies. 
Such men as Washington Irving, 
Fenimore Cooper and Poe 'became 
known." 

Of the New England writer 
Nathaniel Hawthorne, Professor 
Latham said, "Hawthorne is the' 
greatest American novelist, and al- 
though his style is neither as vol- 
uminous nor as vigorous as Coop- 
er's, it is the style of a highly 
cultivated and well poised writér, 
whose charm is perhaps too delicate 
for genral taste." In all Hawi- 
theme's works his interest in th'e^S,^ 
inner life, conscience and New Eng' 
land religious background is upper- 
most.

v^lsllstand highest, with Arts coming close sec- 
jf' J^ bnd. Education students are lowest in tliis 
l'ïj^Arating. 

' But the most important point is, that 
pi'improvement from year to year is hardly 
. noticeable among the students, showing 
that something is wrong with the present 
, system and with the method of choosing 
. bourses. 

Suggestions, however, of a sweeping 
>^4^change for greater freedom for students in 
their work should be looked upon witii sus- 
picion. To use such freedom well, cduca-l 
tion itself is a prerequisite. The proper 
lethod of improvement seems to be th.it 
Tiiow in progress — more attention to the in- 
' dividual. .But hardly anything has been 
[. done so far. A great deal more work along 
f;ij;.these lines remains to be completed.

THE BROTHERS— H. G. Wells. Viking Press 
1938. • 

For the third time in little more than a 
year the prolific pen of H. G. Wells has dipped 
into the inkpot of the world to produce an 
essay in fiction on the uncertain conditions of 
contemporary life. In the sardonic novel "The 
Croquet Player," then in the Martian tale of 
"Star-Begottén" with its return to Wells's ear- 
lier writing period of the shape of things to 
come, and now in this third book of the cycle, 
Wells combines fantasy with fact in entertain- 
ing and provocative fashion. " 

A communist and a fascist leader, lighting 
lor possession of the city, stumble into each 
other, hold an animatedly aniicablé discussion 
and discover, to their amazement and result- 
ant downfall, that the tenets of both their be- 
liefs are identical and "we've both been serving 
"the Common Fool. The Left and Right in any 
"age are just the two faces of the Common 
"Fool. Marx stinks of Herbert Spencer and 
"Herbert Spencer stinks of Marx. They are 
"the great unimaginative twins." Ironically and 
naturally this allegory ol two brothers ends 
with both teihigvkined,'''àtUhe moment when 
they plan a harmonious imion, by a too-zealous 
devotee of the fascist leader. 

It is a simply written lable. The analogies 
are profuse, apposite, and amusing if not always 
profound: "We are a world made safe for 
crockery." "Our minds are but distorting mir- 
rors, reflecting rays and prisms. Dictators are 
like trustees— the Russian one shows more than 
a hint of moral stain. Dictators are the obste- 
tiicians who may kill, save or cripple the birth 
but can't alter it." The dialogue between the 
brothers does not always achieve a co-ordi- 
nated level and occasionally the attempt to 
keep up the lictiôn.€rid-is"marréd by Wellsian 
sentimentalities. ' It Is when the main character 
soliloquizes that the literary quality of the book 
risès to passages of lyric beauty and the politi- 
cal chord rings true and resonant. The last 
words of IhB story, uttered by a woman to hér 
dead ;leadér,; re-echo the pbifnant dèspàiring 
cry of the ages, the plaintive appeal ol^all 
.peoples In distress: "Tell me what I am to do."

The season has begun. ' Through 
careful management and wise selec- 
tion two of our Montreal art gal- 
leries present us simultaneously 
with fine examples of 19th and 20th 
century French painting. As French 
art during the last hundred years 
has been the pioneer In' many fields, 
this is a chance to see something of 
its development as well as to renew 
your enthusiasm for old favorites 

In Watson's Galleries on Sher- 
brooke street, an attempt has been 
made to give some chronological 
order to the artists. Thus Boudin 
and Jongkind are represented as 
forerunners of Impressionism. These 
have a Dutch flavour, Jongkind be^ 
Ing in fact from Holland, but they 
claim their position of Influence 
from a growing consciousness ol 
light. Their subjects are lun, one 
being 'of skaters, another ol a sea 
side scene. Also a typical seascape 
complete with sailing vessel, 

An early woodland scene by 
Corot is without his final mistiness 
and has a pleasing touch of sun on 
the tree trunks. Another, painted 
over forty years later, pictures the 
luminous morning light of L'lle de 
France'. It has his mature style, his 
poetic sensibility, but I feel, as in 
other pictures of this last period, 
betrays too great facility. Courbet 
on the other hand has a gloomy, 
realistic snow effect in the forest. 
From these individualists we come 
to three Claude Monets illustrating 
that quivering light and colour 
called Impressionism because it 
catches the mood of the instant. 
Two of them, "Paysage a Villez" 
and a vase of nasturtiums are, how- 
ever, a little early in his develop- 
ment. PIssaro, also of the Impres- 
sionistic school, sought to formulate 
the fundamental principles ol colour 
and the "comma" technique. Oné 
ol his finest scenes in the exhibi- 
tion is a busy market place, another 
"Le Marche a Volaille." Renoir 
holds a position of importance, hav 
ing four paintings, both landscape 
and figure. He seéms capable of 
sweeping through either theme with 
a rhapsody of colour, always using 
pinks and yellows, and on closer 
examination everything else in 
great profusion. • 

Two Utrillos demand attention In 
the uniqueness of their straight 
lines, clear colour of unusual frésh- 
ncss, and fine composition. Utrillo 
is a foremost painter of city streets 
and these are excellent examples of 
his Work. An early picture by 
Cezanne done with the palette 
knife, a Monticelli, a SIsley, Fan- 
tin-Latour, and others complete 
this assemblage. 

DELACROIX TO DVFY. 

In Scott's a few doors along on 
Sherbrooke street in their new 

quarters is the annual exhibition of 
French Moderns. It is entitled 
"Delacroix to Dufy," but the em- 
phasis is more on the latter half. 
The first version of Delacroix's 
"Sultan of Morocco" lacks the life 
of the larger picture but serves to 
show his type of work. Of prlncl 
pal interest are the five paintings 
of Cezanne and the four of Andre 
Derain, a living artist. Tree trunks 
are one of Cezanne's subjects, Mont 
Ste. Victoire another, and a third a 
landscape sketch so full of colour 
and architectural form by which 
the artist's conception is trans- 
mitted. 

Deraln„it seems, has. spent some 
time In London for three of his pic- 
tures draw their subjects from that 
city. St. Paul's Cathedral, the Em- 
bankment, the Pool of London are 
all presented In violent shades and 
vivid lights' displaying Interesting 
composition and a lively imagina- 
tion. His bold use of black is- dem- 
onstrated in a full-length figure. A 
Gauguin still life works out his 
scheme of decoration and symbol- 
Ism, while "Le Manoir de Vallon" 
of Duly a living artist, in his own 
technique, . amuses or excites, de- 
pendent on the mood. There are 
many others, too many t'o mention. 
, These exhibitions are auspicious 
beginnings lor the winter. It is a 
difficult task to bring valuable pic- 
tures here, but the appreciation 
with which they are met makes It 
more than ever an annual occur- 
rence.

;JT has often been said that the modern 
I .^5^^^: . , college is too much like an automobile 
?î!;«Ç':ifâctorj'' whore each student goes through 
a stereotyped curriculum and comes out a 
rather distorted product. A wide educa- 
tional survey of 45 Pennsylvania colleges 
made by the Carnegie Foundation seems 
If, to bear ou^ some of these criticisms. 

The data is rather technical, but it 
j;' shows that the distinction between senior 
and sophomore is little more than nominal, 
that students are working in faculties for 
which they are not fitted, and that not 
enough stress is laid on the individual. 

This survey, which has been going on 
for îomc ten years, uses an adaptation of 
the "new type examinations." The work 
ik the first of its kind and it may produce 
reéults of great significance to college or- 
if; ; g^nizations. 

i^^i|)The tests- show that, in general know- 
^^e^gé or education. Engineering students 
IS^^elarid highest, with Arts coming close sec- 
1'^^^ Education students are lowest in this 
|'''§î<Crating. 

I But the most important point is, that 
; improvement from year to year is hardly 
noticeable among the students, showing 
that something is wrong with the present 
^^Bjfstem and with the method of choosing 
Mloiirses. 

^'^>;; Suggestions, however, of a sweeping 
I^S^'chànge for greater freedom for students in 
their work should be looked upon with sus- 
picion. To use such freedom well, educa-l 
tion itself is a prerequisite. The proper 
lethod of improvement seems to be that 
fnow in progress — more attention to the in- 
dividual. .But hardly anything has been 
. done so far. A great deal more work along 
r^ihese lines remains to be completed.

THE BROTHERS— H. 
1938. 

For the third time in little more than a 
year the prolific pen of H. G. Wells has dipped 
into the inkpot of the world to produce an 
essay in fiction on the uncertain conditions of 
contemporary life. In the sardonic novel "The 
Croquet Player," then in the iMartian tale of 
"Star-Begotten" with its retiirn to Wells's ear- 
lier writing period of the shape of things to 
come, and now in this third book of the cycle. 
Wells combines fantasy with fact in entertain- 
ing and provocative fashion. ' 

A communist and a fascist leader, fighting 
for possession of the city, stumble into each 
other, hold an animatedly amicablë discussion 
and discover, to their amazement and result- 
ant downfall, that the tenets of both their be- 
liefs are Identical and "we've both been serving 
"the Common Fool. The Left and Right in any 
"age are just the two faces of the Common 
"Fool. , Marx stinks of Herbert Spencer and 
"Herbert Spencer stinks of Marx. They aire 
"the great unimaginative twins." Ironically and 
naturally this allegory of two brothers ends 
with both being killed, at the moment when 
they plan a harmonious union, by a too-zealous 
devotee of the fascist leader. 

It is a simply written fable. The analogies 
are profuse, apposite, and amusing if not always 
profound: "We are a world made safe for 
crockery," "Our minds are but distorting mir- 
rors, reflecting rays and prisms. Dictators are 
like trustees— the Russian one shows more than 
a hint of moral stain. Dictators are the obste- 
tricians who may kill, save or cripple the birth 
but can't alter it." The dialogue between the 
brothers: does Siip^alway s achieve a co-ordi- 
nated level and occasionally the attempt to 
keep up the ïictioa.erid'isTiriarrëd by Wellsian 
sèntlmentalities. ■ It Is when the main character 
soliloquizes that the literary quality of the book 
rises to. passages of lyric beauty and the politi- 
cal chord .rings true and resonant. The last 
words of thè story, uttered by a woman to her 
dead leader,: re-echo the poignant déspairing 
cry of the ages, the plaintive appeal of all 
, peoples .lh distress: "Tell me what I am to do."

The season has begiu. * Through 
careful management and wise selec- 
tion two of our Montreal art gal 
leries present us simultaneously 
with fine examples of 19th and 20th 
century French painting. As French 
art during the last hundred years 
has been the pioneer in many fields, 
this is a chance to see something of 
its development as well as to renew 
your enthusiasm for old favorites 

In Watson's Galleries on Sher- 
brooke street, an attempt has been 
made to give some chronological 
order to the artists. Thus Boudin 
and Jongkind are represented as 
forerunners of Impressionism. These 
have a Dutch flavour, Jongkind be^ 
ing in fact from Holland, but they 
claim their position of influence 
from a growing consciousness of 
light. Theh: subjects are fun, one 
being i)t skaters, another of a sea 
side scene. Also a typical seascape 
complete with sailing vessel. 

An early woodland scene by 
Corot is without his final mistiness 
and has a pleasing touch of sun on 
the tree trunks. Another, painted 
over forty years later, pictures the 
luminous morning light of L'Ile de 
France*. It has his mature style, his 
poetic sensibility, but I feel, as In 
other pictures of this last period, 
betrays too great facility, Courbet 
on the other hand has a gloomy, 
realistic snow effect in the forest. 
From these individualists we come 
to three Claude Monets illustrating 
that quivering light and colour 
called Impressionism because it 
catches the mood of the instant. 
Two of them, "Paysage a Villez" 
and a vase of nasturtiums are, how- 
ever, a little early in his develop- 
ment. Pissaro, also of the Impres- 
sionistic school, sought to formulate 
the fundamental principles of colour 
and the "comma" technique. One 
of his finest scenes in the exhibi' 
tion is a busy market place, another 
"Le Marche a Volaille," Renoir 
holds a position of importance, hav- 
ing four paintings, both landscape 
and figure. He seems capable of 
sweeping through either theme with 
a rhapsody of colour, always using 
pinks and yellows, and on closer 
examination everything else in 
great profusion, ■ 

Two Utrillos demand attention in 
the uniqueness of their straight 
lines, clear colour of unusual fresh- 
ness, and fine composition. Utrillo 
is a foremost painter of city streets 
and these are excellent examples of 
his Vork. An early picture by 
Cezanne done with the palette 
knife, a Monticelli, ^ Sisley, Fan- 
tin-Latour, and others complete 
this assemblage. 

DELACROIX TO DVFY. 

In Scott's a few doors along on 
Sheriirooke street in their new 
quarters is the annual exhibition of 
French Moderns. It is entitled 
"Delacroix to'Dufy," but the em- 
phasis is more on the latter half. 
The first version of Delacroix's 
"Sultan of Morocco" lacks the life 
of the larger picture but serves to 
show his type of work, Of princi- 
pal interest; are the five paintings 
of Cezanne and the four of Andre 
Derain, a living artist. Tree trunks 
are one of Cezanne's subjects, Mont 
■Ste, Victoire another, and a third a 
landscape sketch so full of colour 
and architectural form by which 
the artist's conception is trans- 
mitted. 

Derain„it seems, has,. spent some 
time in London for three of his pic- 
tures draw their subjects from that 
city. St. Paul's Cathedral, the Em- 
bankment, the Pool of London are 
all presented in violent shades and 
vivid lights displaying interesting 
composition and a lively imagina- 
tion. His bold use of black is dem- 
onstrated in a full-length figure, A 
Gauguin still life works out his 
scheme of decoration and symbol- 
ism, while "Le Manoir de Vallon" 
of Dufy a living artist, in his own 
jtechnique, . amuses or excites, de- 
pendent on the mood. There are 
many others, too many io mention. 
, These exhibitions are auspicious 
beginnings for the winter. It is a 
diflicult task to bring valuable pic- 
tures here, but the appreciation 
with which they are met makes it 
more than ever an annual occur- 
rence.

Karl Deutsch Claims Partition Has 
Broken a Traditional Economic 
Unity. 

"Make the world safe for ■. reac- 
tion," and "The brutal shall inherit 
the earth" are the mottoes of a new 
era inaugurated by the Munich pact, 
Karl Deutsch, Sudeten German and 
professor at the University of 
Prague told an audience of 200 at- 
tending an H. S. U. sponsored forum 
in Emerson D recently. 

Predicting that Hitler's acquisi- 
tion of the industrial Sudeten area 
will aggravate, not alleviate, Ger- 
many's need for. expansion into ag- 
ricultural areas. Professor Deutsch 
bitterly .attacked the four-power 
pact for tearing apart areas which 
have lived together for 1,000 years. 

Csechoslovalcia Economic Unit. 

The Sudeten Mountains, have been 
the traditional Austro-German fron- 
tier, he stated. Successive attempts 
at domination of Central Europe 
have never stamped cut the small 
nationalities, and ^this' Versailles 
Treaty merely recognized in Czech- 
oslovakia what had always been 
an economic unit, the anti-Nazi pro- 
fessor continued. 

In the partition the Czechs have 
lost Important industries, natural re- 
sources, and will be subject to 'ter- 
rific ■ German ■ economic pressure, 
while the Sudetens .have lost their 
chief markets, are cut off from raw 
materials, and will sufl'er increased 
unemployment, Deutsch said. 
"No Real Sudeten Grievances." 

There never was any real Sudeten 
grievances before the inundation of 
German propaganda, he continued, 
pointing out that unemployment in 
Sudetenland was two or three times 
as bad as in the rest n1 tlie country 
because of the particular nature of 
Sudeten, industries. 

Of the international situation foc- 
ussed on . the recent crisis,, and the 
Munich pact. Professor Deutsch said, 
"AVe are back in an era of secret 
treaties and diplomacy, of a new 
division of the world with no re- 
gard for small nations." Hé ac- 
cused Chamberlain of deliberately 
creating a war scare m Great Bri- 
tain. 

"Forced To Retreat," 
"We have been forced to retreat, 
but We have done it in good order," 
Deutsch said. • ■' ' v 

As he concluded on an optimistic 
note faeutsch suggested that Czecho- 
slovakia's unity and determination 
may yét maintain her independence 
Hitler's statement, "It is Benes or 
I," symbolizes the world struggle 
between democracy and dictator. 
'Ship, .he said. And as to. which side 
Ihey are on, "The people, of: Czecho- 
slovakia have made up their minds." 

No real peace can come out of the 
Munich pact, Emerson "said, pre- 
dicting Italy as the next scene of 
trouble. : ':We are up against a 
reign of force," he stated, arid sug-" 
gested that Hitler's tactics and ex- 
traordinary success are the logical 
culmination of an international sys- 
tem of which force is the basis.

FANS WANT BLOOD, PLAYERS 
SUPPLIED IT, AND REFEREES 
GUESSED AT RULES IN 1892 

An uphill gridiron, courteous, ex- 
changes of blows by opponents, 
large crowds — 400 persons at least— 
an dofficials ignorant of the rules 
of the game. Imagine these and you 
have a picture of football as played 
here in the early nineties. 
• On October 29, 1892, Kentucky 
University played State College to 
a scoreless deadlock in what a 
sports writer .described as "not a 
brilliant success in point of sport 
or as an exhibiiion of the amenties 
that are supposed to prevail in 
friendly athletic contests. 

It seemed that two opposing 
linesmen "exchange courtesies by 
smashing one another in the face 
in the first half," which is not un- 
usual even for modern football, 
provided such "courtesies" are not 
detected, but in the second half the 
two gladiators became entangled, 
and would not be satisfied with a 
single "courtesy."

HITLER WANTS UKRAINE, SAYS 
PROFESSOR. 

■"Europe, for some time at least, 
is safe from any further encroach- 
ments by Hitler," said Edward R. 
Collier, professor of social sciences 
at C.B.A., in a special interview 
with the News today. . 

"His moronic theory of racial 
purity will prove to be his greatest 
stumbling-block for this will pre- 
vent him from absorbmg the minor 
countries of Eastern Europe, for the 
people can never become citizens of 
Germany. He will now have to be 
content with an economic penetra- 
tion of these weakling countries 
with his eye on his final goal, the 
seizing of the rich Russian Ukraine 
district," he said. 

War Danger Imminent. 

"Though things in Europe appear! 
quite peaceful at present with Hit- 
ler making treaties with France andl 
England, and negotiations for peacel 
taking place, there is always the 
danger lurking in the background 
that Germany may attempt to grasp 
the Polish Corridor which separate^ 
East Prussia from Germany," 
declared. 

"In the future we may see (Sei^ 
many allying itself with Japan fc 
the seizure of Russia. Thus boxe 
up by two powerful nations the b1 
Bear of Europé will be helple/ 
especially if Hitler should baJ 
Poland in the present crisis, in thi 
way gaining another powerful allj 
on Russia's borders," declared Prq 
fessor Collier.
